—every word spoken showed the weight of responsibility 
under which every member of the body fell himself to be, and 
gave'assurance (hat Ihc'niomenloiis work iifha'nd will be hon- 
orably and conscientiously performed by those to whom it 
has been entrusted,' with the greatest good to the greatest 
number of.iialion's'the sole oucHi'i view. 


The world is entering upon a new era. The greatest war 


of all history has been fought and won, and the work that lies 
ahead is to sec that the fruits of Hie victory are what they 
should be and that (he nations henceforth shall he able to live 
in peace, free from the fear of lawless aggression and at lib- 
erty to work out (heir own destinies in (heir own way. 


This is indeed a "Consummation devoutly to be desired," 


and it will be the task of the Conference fo arrange a peace 
wliich will guarantee the objects sought. 


This will be no small task. 
Among Hie representatives of 


the nations participating there will be honest'differences of 
opinion on various matters and it will be necessary for all to 
give and take to a certain extent. It will be necessary to keep 
attention and determination fixed on the great principles in- 
volved and to guard steadfastly against any possible outcrop- 
.pi/igs'of sellishness and greed. The Conference lias not been 
called for a division of spoils, but to place the world on ;\ fool- 
ing which will make spoils and wars for spoils from (his time 
forth forever impossible. 


The results of the Conference will be -awaited with breath- 


less interest wherever civilization exists, for its duties are to 
be performed in'behaif of civilization,.and there is ground for 
the hope and belief, tliat-lhc final outcome will measure up fo 
the desires and expectations of mankind.
